Bills in Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Kennedy today gave Demo­ 
cratic congressional leaders a list 
of 16 bills he wants to have priori­ 
ty in the legislative program. It 
is topped by extension of unem ­ 
ployment compensation. 
The leaders said they promised 
the President speedy action. 
"I think now that we are going 
to have full steam ahead,” House 
Speaker Sam 
Rayburn, 
D-Tex., 
told reporters after the breakfast 
meeting of House and Senate lead­ 
ers at the White House. 
The top measure on Kennedy’s 
program is already getting con­ 
sideration in the House Ways and 
Means Committee. This hill would 
extend unemployment compensa­ 
tion benefits for idle men whose 
jobless pay had expired by last 
October.

U.S. To Back 


Neutral Laos 


Aid To Be Handled 
By Screening Panel 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The Unit­ 
ed States is ready to submit all 
future aid to the royal Laos gov­ 
ernment to the screening of a 
neutral 
nations’ 
watchdog com­ 
mission 
This evidence of full U. S. sup­ 
port for a genuinely neutral Laos 
was made known today by au­ 
thoritative government sources. 
They said the offer had been 
transmitted to King Savang Yat- 
thana of Laos, the Soviet Union 
and neutral nations in Southeast 
Asia. The king has called for the 
neutrality of Laos. 
The U. S. action was discussed 
by Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
in a 30-minute meeting Monday 
night 
with 
Soviet 
Ambassador 
Mikhail Menshikov. 
Rusk gave Menshikov a trans­ 
lation of King Savang’i message, 
proclaiming that Laos ‘‘will not 
join in any military alliance and 
will not have on its territory eith­ 
er 
foreign 
forces 
or 
military 
bases.” 
U. S. officials said the United 
States would he prepared to with­ 
draw its more than IOO military 
advisers now’ training the royal 
arm y and turn over the job to 
military e x p e r t s from neutral 
countries. This proposal would de 
pend 
upon

cease-fire 
in

fighting between leftist and gov­ 
ernment forces and a withdrawal 
of any foreign military advisers 
or 
technicians

Menshikov told newsmen after 
his meeting w’ith Rusk that the 
Soviet Union has always thought 
Laos should be neutral in accord­ 
ance with the 1954 Geneva agree­ 
ment.

Severe Snowstorm Plasters 


Plains of Texas, New Mexico

The season’s most severe snow­ 
storm hit the plains of west Texas 
and southeast New Mexico Mon­ 
day, isolating some communities 
and 
causing 
widespread 
traffic 
tieups. 
Flood waters from swollen riv­ 
ers and stream s menaced areas 
in Iowa, 
Mississippi, Pennsylva­ 
nia, Alabama, Virginia, Maryland 
and Florida. 
The Southwest snowstorm erupt­ 
ed 
in 
freezing temperatures as 
rain splashed across most of Tex­ 
as eastward in warm air to the 
Atlantic Coast. 
In Texas, up to 20 inches of 
snow’ fell in the small towrn of 
Clauene, 
near Levelland, where 
the snow depth was 19 inches. 
Scores of children were rescued 
from seven school buses which 
stalled in the Levelland area.

But this attitude of mind on the 
p a rt of b u reau cracy and official­ 
dom continued long after any real 
need for secrecy had passed. This 
tendency was reflected, for e x a m ­ 
ple. in such elem e n tary m atters 
as l o c a l school boards m eeting 
behind closed doors. 
Reaction to the policy of need­ 
less secrecy in public or official 
m a tte rs took several form s.
